GITIES OF WEST 
STAND WELL UP 


Amongst Wibiibiiiiring Centres of 
Canada These Days—Some 
Figures 
Three Western cities have a. place 
amongst the fourteen leading manu- 
facturing centres in the Dominion. 
Montreal leads, with a production 
valued at $176,000,000, in round num- 
bers, showing an increase of one hun- 
dred and sixty-eight per cent. in twen- 
ty years. Toronto comes second with 
& production of $154,000,000, an in- 
crease of two hundred and thirty-four 
per cent. in twenty years. Hamilton 
takes third place, with a production 
of $65,000,000. Winnipeg is fourth 
with a production of 
Ottawa is fifth, $20,000,000; Quebec 
sixth, $17,000,000; London seventh, 
$16,000,000; Brantford eighth, $15,000, 
000; Vancotver ninth, $13,000,000; 
Halifax tenth, $12,000,000; St. John, 
eleventh, $10,000,000; Sydney twelfth, 
$9,000,000; Calgary fourteenth, $7,000,- 

000. 

In a recent speech in Parliament Mr. 
Cockshutt of Brantford said: “In’ re 
gard to the city from which I come 
which has a population of 25,000, : 
factory employment of 7,000 and : 
total 3 a of $15,000,000; if ya 
divide’ $15,00),000 between 7,000 work 
men you wil ‘find that on the averag 
they are preducing $2,000 per main 
That I think is a very respcctab!< 
amount for the kingmen to pro 
duce, and wi!l compare favorably with 
the work of men in any other calling 
in life. 

“I have not before me the average 
wage paid in the city of Brantford, but 
speaking in round figures, I should 
say that $1.75 a day or seven shillings 
sterling, is about the average wage 
of the workingmen in that city. Many 
of them obtain $2.50, $3 and $4, but 
I think the lowest wage paid for labor 
in that city is from $1.50 to $1.75 
The wages cbtained by the employes 
of the railways of Canada might b 
said to be typical of the average wag 
paid in the factories of this country, 
The> Canadian railways employ 141, 
000 men, who are paid an annual wag: 
of $74,000,000. if you divide $74,000,- 
000 by 141,000, you will get an aver. 
age of $525 per man, or in round 
figures, $1.75 a day for every Man em- 
ployed by the railways of Canada. ! 
think that will bear out my assertion 
that the lot of the workingman ia 
Canada is a fairly satisfactory one, 
and that the average wage paid in 
this country will compare favorably 
with that paid in any other country 
in the world. 

“No country in the world has had 
more industrial unrest within the past 
two years than has the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland. | 
was in London last year when one 
of these periods of unrest was in pro- 
gress; that city was almost threaten- 
ed with a famine at that time because 
the workingmen were refusing to un- 
load ships in the docks at London. 
The coal’ men and the railway men 
were on strike, and labor conditions 
in a free trade country are not at all 
comparab™” with what they are in a 
country which has such moderate pro- 
tection as we have in Canada.”

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of « family, or any 

male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 


| by proxy may be. made at the office of 


any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions. 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each oj 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his hom on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, — Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties.—Six months re- 
sidence in cach of six years date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
, and fifty acres extra cultivation. The 
jof cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, serubby or stony land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
per acre. Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acras and erect a house worth 
$300.00.

DUNCAN CAMPBELL SCOTT, 
the case of riflemen, but an apportun- 
ity to render services in the future. 

Dunean Campbell Scott, who for 
@cme years has been known as one 
of our most sympa hetic interpreters 
of out-door life, and at the same time! 
as an official in the Department of | 
Indian Affairs, bas now succeeded | 
Mr. Frank Pedley as Superintendent- 
General of that Department. He ts, 
th first poet in Canada who ever got 
$5,000 a year for doing somcthing | 
else besides poetry. 

Mr. Scott was born in Ottawa, in 
1862, and has srent much of his lifé 
there In the Civil Service. He enter- 
ed in 1880, as a clerk in the Indian 
Department. Thirteen years later, he 
was made chief accountant. In 1909, 
he was appointed superintendent of 
Indian Education, His poems. and 
stories have appeared in many Cana- 
dian and American journals. He is), 
the author of “New World Lyrics and 
Ballads,’ “Labor and the Angel,” 
and other books. The Torontc Globe 
de cribes him as being “as dainty as 
Herrick, and with the polish of Ma- 
thew Arnold.”—Canadian Courier. 


London's Monster Map. 

What Is roally 4 Doomsday Book of 
London ts now in course of prepara- 
ticn. The huge task of compiling 
such a record of a town of the im- 
mensity of the metropolis, which has 
an area of 115 square miles, was 
commenced by the London County 
Touncil ffteén years ago, and, 
though the undertaking is approach- 
ing completion, it is doubtful whether 
it wil! ever be adequacely finished, 
because there are bits of land which 
nobody owns, and which therefore 
cannot be properly mapped. Already 
the council has spent $75,000 on 
the work, which will in time be a full 
record of every house and owner 
thereof within. the administrative 
county. 

The record is taking the form of a 
gigantic map, and naiurally is being 
made in sections. The scale is five 
feet per mile, so that the necessity for 
sectional construction vill at once be 
recognized. 


Spurgeon's Long Sleep. 

Among modern preachers Spurgeon 
held the record uot only for the great-' 
es‘ number of sermons, but also for | 
the largest audiences. On che nation- 
al fast day, Oct. 7, 1857, he preached 
in the central transept of the Crystal 
| alace, London, to a congregation of | 
25,000, and was clearly beard by all. 
The physical effort involy-d, however, 
bad a curious effect on the preacher. 

“I was not conscious at the close 
of the service of any extraordinary 
exkastion,” be wrote in his autobio- 
graphy, “yet | must have been very 
weary, for after 1 went to sleep on 
that Wednesday night! did not waken 
until Friday morning, sleeping right 
through Thursday.” 


A Chapel on a Bridge. 

At St. Ives, the little old Hunting- 
dopshire towo in which Oliver Crom- 
well lived for several years, there is 
a bridge spanning the lazily flowing 
river Ouse, and oo this bridge is a 
cuaint building which at one time did 
duty asa chapel, The structure has 
been in existence for something like 
600 years and wr according to lo- 
eal historians, origiacily employed 3 
a beacon lighthouse After that it 
was turned for a time tnto a hostel 
and eventually became an ordinary 
dwelling bouse. Some of the rooms 
in this curious old building are con- 
siderably below the level «: the wa’ 
fm the river.—London Telezranb.

“For a period of thirty years or #0," 
says the Musical: America, “Stephen 
Collins Foster was so far ahead of all 
competitors as the most popular Amer. 
fean composer that the others were 
scarcely in sight. While we know little 
enough about a great many of his mel- 
odies today, such songs as ‘The Old 
Folks at Home, ‘My Old Kentucky 
Home,’ ‘Old Uncle Ned’ and ‘Massa’s 
In the Cold, Cold Ground’ have sunk 
deeper and more permanently into the 
American heart than any other songe 
ever written in America, For a better 
understanding of Foster it is well te 
remember that his melodies had noth 
ing whatsoever to do with negro melo 
dies, the composer’s models being the 
great melodists of the old world—Mo. 
zgart, Beethoven, Handel. The fact that 
his songs formed the plece de resist 
ance of negro minstrelsy and there 
fore In general drew their poetic sub 
ject matter from negro life is respon 
sible for the legend, so bard to kill 
that his melodies were derived from 
negro songs.” 


Hat Island's Unique Rookery. 
Hat island, in the Great Salt lake 
Utah, is probably the most unique 
rookery In the world, as well as one 
of the most densely populated. The 
island contains about twelye acres, and

Where the family n ust be coaxed 
into a fondness for rice instead of po- 
tato, try serving it In some different 
fashion. A mound of finffy rice, lightly 
piled in the center of a platter, is 
capable of many pleasing variations, 

For instance, try a decoration of 
green peppers, cut in rings and cooked 
until tender in slightly salted water.

There are so many ways of cooking 
lettuce that it might almost appear on 
the table every day in two forms—once 
as salad and once as a cooked vegetable, 
One rather unusual way makes use of | 
a sort of lettuce which any amateur ; 
grower sometimes raisea, much to his 
despair and regret. This is lettuce that | 
has gone to seed. Let it grow eighteen | 
inches tall, strip the stalk of all leaves | 
and cut the stalk in inch pieces. Boll | 
these unti) they are tender and serve 
them with a well seasoned cream 
sauce. Lettuce served in this way ils 
truly delicious 

Lettuce boiled Ire any other grees 
and served chopped with butter, pep- 
per and salt is also very good. It 
should be tender and fresh before it is 
cooked if it is to be tender and dell- 
cious when it is served 


in salted water until it is very tender. 
Then drain in a colander and chop 
{t fine. Measure a tablespoonful of but- 
ter and half as much flour for each ! 
quart of the greews and blend them ip 
a frying pan, adding the lettuce when , 
the butter and flour are smooth. After 
four or five minutes’ stirring add salt, 
pepper and a quarter of a cupful of 
cream. Stir until the cream is hot and 
serve.

May Perform Ceremony. 

Very few people are aware of the 
power vested in the commanding of- 
ficer of a British man-of-war, or in 
the captain of a British merchant- 
man, when on the high seas or in a 
foreign port, where there is no Brit- 
ish representative, as regards mar- 
riage, providing one or both of the 
contracting parties be a Bri.ish sub- 
ject. The scope afforded either of 
the officers is such as might be turn- 
ed to very good account by enter- 
prising novelists, 

The captains of His Majesty’s ves- 
sels are authorized by the Foreign 
Marriages Act of 1892 to act as 
marriage registrars just the same as 
an ambassador, consul, or British 
resident abroad, and the ceremony 
m y take place on the high seas or 
on board a British man-of-war on a 
foreign station, subject to certain 
“prescribed modifications.” These 
indicate that the legality of the mar- 
riage depends on the commanding 
officer fulfilling the conditions of the 
Foreign Marriages Act, which, with 
very slight differences, conform to 
the conditions as to age, consent of 
parents, false oaths, residence, and 
s0 on, applying to marriages in the 
United Kingdom. 

Though no one can question a 
ecaptain’s authority to marry at sea 
or on board a vessel on a foreign 
station, if any of the provisions laid 
down are not fulfilled, a secretary of 
state has ‘he power by means of a 
warrant to vary or annul the mar- 
triage performed under the Act. 

Before this Act commanding of- 
ficers of men-of-war and merchant- 
men celebrated marriages on board 
under an old Act, and the marriage 
had to be confirmed on arrival at the 
nearest port by the British represen- 
tative there. Where there was none, 
the captain himself had to act as 
consul and confirm his own deed. 

In the merchant service the skip- 
per has even greater power. He is 
not obliged to give a certificate, the 
only compulsion on him being the 
necessity to ‘‘log’’ the marriage in 
his official log-book, where it may be 
seen entered between reports dealing 
with the vessel’s victualling, her 
encountered, 
the ships spoken to, and the many 
humdrum details of ‘‘writing up the 
log.’"—Weekly Telegraph. 


Sir Oliver Lodge. 


Sir Oliver Lodge, who delivered 
the address tc the British Association 
at Birmingham a short time ago, in 
which he declared his belief in the 
continuity of life after physical 
death, is a serious scientific man who 
takes his pleasures gladly. He is a 
firm believer in recreation, and his 
theory is that games should be play- 
ed in’moderation by all, and not 
merely by those who can do them 
well. 

- Personally, Sir Oliver is very fond 
of golf, which he holds to be the best 
of all recreations for the man who 
has to work hard with his head. 
When Prof. Tait taught him golf at 
St. Andrew’s thirty-six years ago, he 
said, ‘You don’t play golf with your 
muscles; ~ou play it wit your mor- 
als.’’ To which young Lodge replied, 
“I hope my morals are not as bad as 
my golf."." He has improved since 
then. 

Sir Oliver, besides being a distin- 
guished physicist of highly original 
and independent mind, is the exceed- 
ingly popular principal of Birming- 
ham University. Lord Rayleigh intro- 
duced him as the new president in the 
place of Sir Edward Schafer, who is 
in San Francisco, and a rather pi- 
q’ant contrast was thus avoided, for 
while Sir Edwaid is one of the avow- 
ed leaders of the ultra-materialistic 
school, Sir Oliver is the chief hope in 
England of the scientific school 
which looks beyond physics and che- 
mistry to an ultimate cause and a 
larger hope. 


Where Clocks Are Curiosities. 


Clocks are regardcd as curiosities ' 


by many of the H'ndus, and for this 
reason half-a-dozen or more time- 
pieces are often found in the apart- 
ments of the wealthy Hindustanees. 
They are not used as time-pleces, but 
simply for ornament, since the old- 
fashioned way of telling the hour in 
India, by calculating the number of 
bamboo lengths the sun has traveled 
above the horizon, is entirely satis- 
factory to the natives. 

It is said that in the country police- 
stations in India, where the Euro- 
pean division of the hours is observ- 
ed, time is measured by placing in a 
tub of water a copper pot in which 
a small hole has been bored, It is 
supposed that it will take one hour 
for the water to leak into the pot so 
as to fill it and sink it. When the 


policeman sees that the pot has dis- | 


appeared he strikes the hour on a 
bell-like gong. If he is smoking or 
dozing the copper pot may have dis- 
appeared several minutes before he 
discovers the fact, but the hour is 
when he strikes the gong.

Methods of Operation In 1252 
Seem Laughable Today. 


QUAINT RIGHT OF WAY RULES. 


On the Western and Atlantic When 
Traine Met Between Stations and @ 
Dispute Arose the Conductors Decid- 
ed Which Train Had to Back Down. 


A most interesting exhibit of the 
early days of raflronding tn this coun 
try has been found by the Rallroud 
Age Gazette. It is a schedule for pus 
senger trains and rules for the conduct 
of enginemen and conductors on the 
Western and Atlantic, which was at 
the time and still is owned by the 
state of Georgia. The table is dated 
March 1, 1852, and was Issued by Wil 
liam M. Wadley, superintendent, fa- 
ther of George D. Wadley. the lattes 
for many years muanuger of the Cen 
tral Railroad of Georgia. 

The schedule shows a picture of an 
engine and cars at the top. Under it 
the numbers and names of the sta- 
tions, the times for arrival, the times 
for departure and the time taken to 
run between stations as well as re 
marks about passing sidetracked 
freights are all carefully tabulated. 

In the rules for enginemen and con- 
ductors are many which seem quaint 
in this age of colossal railrouding. Of 


the road bad only one track, 


a 


and rule 14 for passenger conductors 
shows that there must have been some 
dispute when trains met as to whicb 
train had the right to keep on its way 
uninterrupted.” This rule says: 

“As a general rule, when trains meet 
between stations the train nearest the 
turnout will run back. Any dispute as 
to which train is to retire is to be de 
termined at once by the conductors 
without interference on the part of the 
enginemen. This rule is required to be 
vuried in favor of the heaviest loaded 
engine or worst grades if they meet 
neur the center.” 

Rule 7 gives the cor4uctor directions 
for reporting on the number of pussen- 
gers who are paying and the number 
of ministers of the gospel who were to 
be charged half price when on bust 
ness connected with'their calling. The 
same rule indicated that the governor 
of the state and the general superin- 
tendent of the road were the only indi- 
viduals who had a right to give passes. 

The conductor was ordered to in 
Spect the running gear of his train at 
every station and in rule 13 was ad 
monished never to leave Atlanta of 
Chattanooga without the mail or with- 
out first sending to the postotfiice after 

at. Rule 17 says that a train stopping 

at any station at nigbt must invariably 
be run on the turnout so as to leave 
the main track clear, and that strict 
watch had to be kept in all cases 
where a train stopped at night. 

In the regulations for passenger en- 
ginemen there are a number which 

!geem almost humorous in. this period 
of railroad management. For instance, 
the engineman wus instructed that if 
his train killed any stock and threw 
the cew or cows in such a position as 
to endanger the sufety of the next 
train he was to sto; his train and see 
that the track was -‘leared. 

Passenger trains were not to exceed 
the speed of their schedule except 
when behind time, in which case the 
speed might be increased three miles 
an hour generally. Ip passing turnouts 
(the turnout evidently was the switch- 

| ing track) the speed bad to be dimin- 

ished to six miles an hour. 

| Rule 6 might be put in force today 

; with good effect and to the delight of 
@ much jolted traveliug public. It 

| reads: 

“In connecting and ‘nm starting witb 
bis train the engineman will be ex- 
ceedingly careful in the management 
of the throttle so that the cars may pot 

| be injured or the passengers annoyed 
by the sudden violence of the start.” 
This paragrapb is found at the end 
or the reyulations for enginemen: 
“For any violation of the above 
; rules, for running off at turnouts, for 
killing of stock by daylight and for all 
other frresuiarities the general super. 
‘ Intendent will fuupose such fines as he 
' deems just and called for by the na- 
ture of the offense.” 
The freight trains took two days to 
make the 137 miles between Atlanta 
and Chattanooga. The stops at the 
‘stations varied from ten to sixty min 
utes. One of the rules for freight con 
ductors about keeping a certain dis 
tanve from the trains ahead of him 
and bebind bim shows that there must 
bave been a delightful uncertainty 
about the provisions for changing 
meeting points in case trains were de- 
layed. It is evident that there was no 
telegraph communication along the 
line, although this was eight years 
after Morse had demonstrated that he 
could send messages over the wire 
from Washington to Baltimore.

He real mission has always lain 
with the women of the countryside 
rather than with urban dwellers, 
She is a “truly rural’ expert in the 
sense that she has had excellent op- 
portunities. in her own life for the 
study of problems of the country 
and has made uncommonly good use 
of the same. Born in York County, |! 
Ontario, Lillian Beynon’s earliest | 
years were spent on a farm. In 1889) 
her parents moved westward and | 
took up land near Hartney, Manito- 
ba, so that until 1990, or there- 
abouts, when the youthful Lillian!

Within a 
very short period Miss Beynon fell 
heir to the position of women’s edi- 
tor on the daily Press, a_ position! 
formerly occupied by ‘‘Mary Mark- 
well’’—Kate Simpson Hayes—who 
had left to take up immigration 
work in Britain. 

In her capacity as editor of a wo- 
man’s page on a paper going into a 
very large number of homes through- 
out the West, Miss Beynon now 
found practical use for all the varied 
knowledge she had gained from her 
close association with the women of 
the countryside, and reactively, her 
own interest in their problems be- 
came intensified. Women in Mani- 
toba labor under a number of dis- 
abilities unknown in old Ontario. 
For instance, there is no dower law 
in the Prairie Province. Real estate 
speculation is an indispemsable pur- 
suit with the men of the West and 
in Manitoba; they positively refuse 
to be hampered in their transactions 
by having to secure the signature of 
their wives before selling property. 
Also, when Miss Beynon began her 
work, the laws bearing on legal 
separation between man and wife 
and custody of children were most 
unjust to women in both Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. 

Again, there was and is, the fact 
that there are no homesteads for 
women in Western Canada, unless 
such women care to qualify by kill- 
ing off any inconvenient husbands} 
they happen to own. Widows with 
children are the only eligibles for 
homesteads, and to Miss Beynon, as 
to many other people, this seemed 
very far from fair. Finally there 
was the crying need in many quar- 
ters for proper hospitals and nurses. 
The efforts to secure rural nursing, 
homesteads for women, a fairer in- 
heritance law, and a_— generally 
squarer deal for the woman on the 
farm‘have all borne fruit, though in 
no single instance—-save perhaps in 
the enactment of a better law of! 
separation and custodial care of 
children in Saskatchewan—have the 
objects striven for been quite attain- 
ed.—Canadian Courier.

BREEDING ABNORMAL FISH, 


Ourious Custom of Chinese and Jap- 


anes® Origin. 

The telescope fish, “a monstrous 
variety of carp, is a creation of the 
Chinese and Japanese fish’ breeders, 
who are past masters in the art of 
deforming nature. It has an almost 
globular glistening body, gilded on 
the sides, double dorsal fins and a 
long tail of peculiar shape, Its eyes 
and their sockets are very promin- 
ent and resemble the object glasses 
of telescopes, whence the name tele- 
scope fish. A carp possessing this 
abnormal feature was’ discovered in 
Japan in the 16th century, since 
which epoch the peculiar character 
has been perpetuated and combined 


| with many variations in form and 


| coloring, by careful selection and 
crossing. 

The variety known as Yen-tan-yen 
or ‘‘veil tail’ preserves the normal 


structure of the eye during life, but 


| {ts delicate transparent tail attains 


an enormous size and falls in grace- 
ful folds, like a veil, producing ef- 
fects that a ‘‘serpentine’ dancer 


might envy, when a little fish moves 


in the sunlight. 
Other Japa-ese varieties of the 
telescope fish are the “‘sheep’s nose,” 


| which owes its name to the convex- 


ity of its body; the ‘“‘piz’s snout,” 
which has a head resembling those 
of Asiatic swine, and the ‘fan tail,” 
which raises and spreads its tail in 
the manner of a fan-tail pigeon. 

The Chinese breeders of teleseope 
fish disdain these abnormalities of 
structure and devote their attention 
chiefly to coloring. By modifying 
the temperature of the water, and 
by impregnating it with lime and 
jron, they produce startling shades 
and markings. Among the innumer- 
able varieties thus obtained we may 
mention the “spotted,’’ with a belly 
of silver, and sides and back marked 


with blue, yellow, black, rose and 
carmine dots; the crimson “ruby” 
and the ‘“superb,’’ with glittering 


and black or 
bright red markings on the back. 


Shrewd Sexton. 


Among the tourists who travel 
tbrough France, a considerable num- 
ber visit the cathedral at Rheims, a 
magnificent example of Gothic archi- 
tecture. In the tower there is an 
enormous clock, and it is the sex- 
ton's business to wind it every day— 
a very tiring job, as the weights are 
naturally extremely heavy. 

The sexton, however, is a very 
shrewd fellow. Whenever he shows 
the trippers this wonderful piece of

TAKEN AT A SACRIFICE 


LORD CHIEF JUSTICESHIP DE 
PRIVES ISAACS OF FAT FEES. 


Distinguished Jewish Lawyer, Wha 
Succeeds to the Highest Post In 
the British Judiciary and Second 
Highest Place In the Realm, 
Must Forego His Handsome In- 
come as Counsel, 


While the honor is great, the posi- 
tion of the Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
land, as well as that of Attorney-Gen- 
eral and Solicitor-General, entails 
great monetary sacrifice on the part 
of the men who attain such proud 


positions in the legal world, Before 
Sir Rufus Isaacs, who succeeds Lord 
Alverstone as Lord Chief Justice of 
England, became Solictor-General in 
1910 (he became Attorney-General in 
the same year), his legat practice was 
bringing him in close upon $150,000 
a year. In 1898, when he applied for 
silk, he was doing a practice worth 
between $25,000 and $30,000 a year, 
and some idea of the value placed up- 
on his services in later years may be 
gathered from the fact that in a case 
in which he was leading counsel, 
which lasted twenty-one days, Sir Ru- 
fus received a retaining fee « $15,- 
000 arid a refresher of $1,000 a day. 

As Attorney-General, however, he 
only received $35,000 a year, which 
was augmented by fees received for 
work done on behalf of public de- 
partments—fees which in 1911-12 
amounted to over $30,000, bringing 
his total income to just over $85,000. 
And by accepting the appointment of 
Lord Chief Justice Sir Rufus makes 
more monetary sacrifice, for, while 
his salary will be increased by $5,000, 
it is Sir John Simon, who succeeds 
him as Attorrey-General, who will get 
the fees for departmental work. Asa 
matter of fact, the Solicitor-General 
is better off than the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice, his salary and fees for 1911-12 
being over $50,000. Like Sir Rufus, 
Lord Alverstone threw away a 
slice of his income when he became 
Attorney-General in 1885, for his in- 
come while at the Bar was between 
$100,000 -nd $150,000. 

The Lord Chief Justice, however, 
is better off than .he Lord Chancel- 
lor, although the latter receives $50,- 
000 a year and a pension of $25,000; 
for whereas the Lord Chancellor is 
but a temporary officer of the state, 
coming in ari going out with the 
change of Government, the Lord 
Chief Justice holds office “during 
good behaviour’’—in other words, for 
life. Years ago the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice was paid $50,000 a year, with a 
pensicn of $20,000 on retirement; the 
salary, aowever, was ultimately re- 
duced to $40,000. 

It is a curious fact that, until 1873, 
the Lord Chief Justice was not allow- 
ed to style himself Lord Chief Justice 
of England, but only the Lord Chief 
Justice of the King’s Bench Division, 
ani it is said that one of the causes 
of the dismissal of Sir Edward Coke, 
the famous jurist of the seventeenth 
century, was tuat he had styled him- 
self Lord Chi-f Justice of England on 
some of his publications. In the year 
already mentioned, however, what is 
known as the Judicature Act was 
passed, which enabled the Lord Chief 
Justice to add “‘England” to his title. 

Next to the Lord Chancellor, the 
Lord Chie? Justice is the highest juai- 
cial dignitary in the kingdom. The 
office is generally the prize of the 
chief law officer of the Government, 
and political cousiderations, there- 
fore, enter largely into the appoint- 
ment. But the Chief Justices have 
been generally worth, of their great 
1osition, and the list of them con- 
tains the names of some of the great- 
est masters of common law. 

The career of Sir Rufus Isaacs is 
probably witbout parallel in the his- 
tory of the Bar. It was not until 1904 
that he entered the House of Com- 
mons as meinber for Reading, since 
when he has filled the highest law 
offices *- the kingdom, excepting that 
of Lora Chancellor, and in addition 
achieved the distinction of being the 
first Attorney-General to be included 
in the Cabinet, 

Some of his predecessors, however, 
have owed their promotion to some 
very curious causes. When Lord Ken- 
yon, who became Lord Chief Justice 
in 1788, died, the wags declared that 
the cause of death was his habit of 
eating apple-pie crust for breakfast 
to save the expense of muffins, and 
tiat Lord Ellenborough, who suc- 
ceeded him, ever after bowed with 
great reverence to apple-pie—a case, 
88 someone once said, of apple-ple-ty. 
Lord Tenterden owed his appointment 
to the fact that the Attorney-General 
of the day was too deaf to take the 
position. Strangest of all was the 
case of Chief Justice Wright. He 
was a boon companion of Jeffreys, 
who said to him: “As you seem unfit 
for the Bar, or for any other honest 
calling, I see nothing for it but that 
you should become a iudge yourself.”’
